PIRITUALLY, the difference between man and woman 
S is largely this: the one plans ahead naturally and 
instinctively, the other does so only under protest.

[> COMMENTING last week on the new Prohibition code 

recently adopted in Indiana (it prohibits the possession 
of even an ounce of liquor on the person or in the home, 
with a jail sentence for violation), we remarked that “‘the 
Anti-Saloon League and the Ku Klux Klan are to Indiana 
what the Communist Party and the Red Army are to 
Russia.””.

dictation becomes even closer when we consider the 
case of the Oregon school law, now before the United States 
Supreme Court. This law forbids a parent to send his 
children to other than the public schools. It was passed 
two years ago, when Oregon first came under the sway 
of the Klan, and is aimed quite frankly at the parochial 
schools of the State. Its provisions plainly indicate that 
the Klan would prohibit all religious instruction of children 
except such as it happens to approve, and to this end 
would destroy all schools in which such instruction might 
be given. From this to forbidding such instruction in the 
home is only ashort step. If the Klan, like the Bolshevists, 
had no constitutional obstacles to overcome, who can doubt 
that it would take it immediately? 

Fortunately, we have in this country a Constitution, 
and courts that as a rule can be depended on to uphold it. 
The United States District Court has already declared 
the Oregon school law unconstitutional. Though we don’t 
care to anticipate the decision of the Supreme Court, we 


are too optimistic to doubt its nature. Rum may be 
denied us (theoretically), but we shall still be allowed to 
bring up our children in whatever faith we please. Pro
